Committee passes 
third article on 
ignoring subpoenas 


By the narrowest margin as yet, the House Judiciary Committee today 
voted 21*17 to pass a third impeachment article against President Richard 
M. Nixon, charging that he willfully ignored committee subpoenas for 147 
tapes and other Watergate evidence. 
The article, proposed bv Rep. 
Robert McClory of Illinois, first Re­ 
publican to recommend an im 
peachment article, was approved 
but by a narrower margin than two 
earlier articles charging Nixon with 
obstruction of justice and abuse of 
power. 
At the White House, President 
Nixon said through a spokesman he 
firmly believes that after House 
members weigh all the evidence, he 
will not be impeached. A presiden­ 
tial spokesman said "our confidence 
is firm 
the House, which is 
expected to begin debate in two 
weeks, will decide not to impeach 
Nixon 
Two 
Republicans 
and 
one 
southern 
Democrat 
who 
had 
supported 
the 
first 
two 
im­ 
peachment articles indicated they 
opposed McClory’s proposal. Rep. 
Thomas F. Railsback of Illinois said 
the evidence clearly supported the 
first two articles but that any more 
amounted to “ political overkill.” 
Opposition also came from Reps, 
Walter Flowers, D-Ala., and Harold 
V. Froehlich, RWis., both of whom 
voted in favor of the first two 
impeachment articles. 
Railsback warned that a “ fragile 
coalition” 
of 
Republicans 
and 
Democrats that had supported the 
first two articles might crumble on 
the House floor if too many charges 
were mounted against Nixon. He 
said his warning also applied to 
other possible articles charging 
Nixon willfully evaded $400,000 in 
personal income taxes, ordered the 
secret bombing of Cambodia and 
illegally 
impounded 
funds 
appropriated by Congress. 


The 
committee 
already 
had 
recommended 
that 
Nixon 
be 
impeached for obstruction of justice 
in the Watergate coverup and a 
general abuse of powers allegation. 
McClory voted against the former 
and in favor of the latter, which was 
approved 28 to 10 late Monday night. 
He introduced Article III as the 
committee began its sixth day of 
televised debate over whether Nixon 
should be impeached and removed 
from office. 
The proposed article charges that 
Nixon acted “ in derogation of the 
power of impeachment” vested in 
the House by the Constitution. 
McClory said that refusal had 
impinged 
on 
the 
constitutional 
authority of the committee to 


conduct its impeachment inves­ 
tigation. 


The subpeonas-dated April 11, 
May 15. May 30 and June 24 —were 
issued on overwhelming bipartisan 
votes. McClory said, after Nixon 
failed to answer written requests. 
He said Nixon pledged in his state of 
the Union address last winter “ full 
cooperation” with the committee 
consistent with his presidential 
responsihlities.

lies 
adjacent to the Los Padres National 
Forest and entry is restricted to a 
narrow road easement only 18 feet 
wide for several miles. 
Supervisors Curtis Tunnell and 
Francis H. Beattie contended the 
developers should be allowed to 
begin a phased development with 75 


overnight campsites and add 30 
more a year for a total of 160 
campsites if the first phase worked 
out well. 
County conservation and planning 
organizations 
entered 
strong 
protests to a major expansion along 
with neighboring ranchers. 
County planners had voted 6-3 to 
recommend 50 day use sites with a 
maximum of 150 persons excluding 
cabin occupants, employes and 
staff.

Fire fighters sue county 
for $505,000 in wage tiff 


The County Fire Fighters’ Union (AFL-CIO) has filed a cross-complaint 
in Superior Court seeking $505,000 in declaratory relief and damages from 
Santa Barbara County. 
Announcement of the new legal maneuver in the months-long pay dispute 
between the union and the county administration came from Union 
President Michael Bennett and James Lindsey, legal counsel for the 
firemen. 
Damages of $500,000 are sought, Bennett said, on the contention that the 
county has failed to pay firemen and engineers the proper rate of pay for 
duties in higher classifications since 1967. 
Another $5,000 is sought on the grounds that a number of the firemen have 
been “ wrongfully deprived of vacation and sick leave,” with pay cuts 
showing up in county pay envelopes since last June 10. 
Bennett said the pay checks have been short in a number of cases as a 
result of a sick-in staged by many firemen in protest of assertedly 
inadequate pay adjustments offered by the county. He claimed that a 
number of firemen who have produced doctor s statements attesting to 
illness have been penalized, anyway..

Kling, along with Supervisor Tunnell, argued that the 
county’s camping facilities are overcrowded, and Zaca 
Lake was needed for such recreation. 
Kling presented a batch of petitions, saying there were an 
added 2,000 signers favoring the resort development, 
“ including many influential persons in Santa Ynez Valley.” 
Tunnell declared he felt the supervisors’ proposal of a 
starter of 75 overnight camp sites was a good compromise 
to start off the new venture, and Kling said he thought it 
was a firm request of the supervisors for the planners to 
work only on condition based on that proposal. 
A large percentage of the near-capacity audience at the 
hearing indicated by raising their hands that they opposed a 
major expansion of the lake, said to be the only natural 
mountain lake in the region. 
Attorney Carroll 
Barrymore, 
who represented the 
Concerned Citizens for the Preservation of Zaca Lake, said 
the Audubon Society, Sierra Club, Citizens Planning 
Association of Santa Barbara County, League of Women 
Voters and other groups had opposed a major expansion. 
County Environmental Coordinator Albert F. Reynolds 
said he felt “there were serious risks” involved in allowing 
large numbers of persons to flock to the mountain resort. 
There now are 15 cabins at the resort, and their use will 
be maintained as a legal non-conforming use. 
Deputy District Attorney Gary Sperry said his office had 
proved allegations of illegal trailers and other zoning 
violation charges at the resort. He said a number of the 
trailers had been there “for some tim e,” and the owners 
applied for sanction of others. He said his office was more 
interested in obtaining conformance with the statutes than 
prosecuting offenders. 
Assistant Planning Director Carl Kraemer took issue 
with statements by Sperry and Kling, and said Johnson, his 
boss, “had not said the trailers were put in legally.” 
“I feel it is wrong to encourage large numbers of persons 
to go into that area, with that access problem,” said 
Supervisor Slater, whose motion for approval of the 
Planning Commission recommendation was approved.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - The 30- 
day-old pro football strike reached 
the make-or-break stage today with 
chief federal mediator W. J. Usery 
Jr. bringing both sides together for 
the first time in 11 days.

In the midst of it all, Manager Yogi 
Berra has taken the stand that “ we aren’t 
out of it until we’re out of it.”

NEW YORK - (NEA) - Blowing gummy bubbles in the in­ 
field and wearing a hat that appears to fit like a pot, it is 
understandable how Larry Bowa, age 28, has not shaken his 
imjpish image. 
The Philadelphia Phillies' shortstop has struggled with 
that perception ever since high school, when he could not 
make the team because the coach thought him too small. 
Looks are one thing, action is something else. He had been 
known recently as Captain Sulk, for the way he got down on 
himself in tough times. When not pouting, he was throwing 
tantrums at umpites. He flung a helmet farther than he hit a 
baseball. 
Because of his slightness (5-10, 150 pounds), other teams 
played their outfields embarrassingly close in when he bat­ 
ted. Montreal was the nastiest offender, pulling its outfield in 
to about 280 feet from where the less-than-awesome Bowa 
stood. 
Reason ran rampant for such a move, however. Going into 
his fifth season in the big leagues, Bowa had not hit a home 
run over the fence. (Once, he got an inside-the-park homer 
when he hit one between the outfielders, who had been sta­ 
tioned in the shadows of the infielders.) 
This season, however, a metamorphosis of sorts has taken 
hold of Bowa, just as it has the whole team, which has gone 
from clowns to contenders. 
In early May, for example, Bowa did something he had not 
done in his first 2,307 official trips to the plate. He hit a fair 
ball over the fence in a regulation game 
Now, this is the same fellow who is asked by teammates — 
when a Phillies’ bus passes a Little League field — “ Hey, 
Gnat, think you could hit one over that fence?” 
When Bowa returned from his triumphal homer trot, 
Phillie first baseman Willie Montanez swooned and 
fainted’’ on the bench. Teammate Billy Grabarkewitz grab­ 
bed a towel and began to fan Montanez. 
Bowa is also one of the most improved base stealers in 
baseball. By early July he had 21 stolen bases (he had only 10 
last season), and 20 in a row. People began to murmur about 
Max Carey’s major league record of 32 straight stolen bases, 
just as some, wonder if he will still in fact tie Thomas J. 
Thevenow’s record for having hit the fewest home runs, two, 
with a minimum of 4,000 at-bats. 
Bowa still slaps enough singles to maintain a respectable 
average, 242 lifetime, tor a shortstop. And he can “picket 
like hell,’’ as they say in the dugouts. He holds the national 
league shortstop marks for highest fielding percentage, sea­ 
son, .987, and fewest errors, nine. 
Bowa credits Dave Cash, the new Phillie second baseman 
obtained from the Pirates, and coach Billy DeMars with his 
improved offense this season. 
‘ DeMars,’’ says Bowa, “took me out five weeks before 
spring training officially opened and worked with me on all 
the small things — bunting, getting a jump on the ball while 
on base and in the infield. But nobody writes about that. 
They feel it’s more dramatic to write about Cash.” 
Cash has been a kind of inspirational leader with the

Phillies. He made me think I was the best shortstop in base­ 
ball.’ said Bowa. “ I had been getting down on myself, espe­ 
cially after I hit only .211 last season. But Dave started tell­ 
ing me how good I was. And I started believing. And it wasn't 
just smoke ne was blowing my way. 1 mean, other people 
seem to agree. 1 was voted starting shortstop for the All-Star 
team.” 
Another important aspect of Bowa's resurgence is his 
mental frame. He is less childish. “Cash has helped me 
analyze what I do wrong when I go 0-for-4, instead of gettme 
down on myself and letting it carry over to the next game 
Bowa, like several other Phillies, has also been involved in 
transcendental meditation, in an attempt to relax and purify 
his thoughts. He felt that he was hurting his married life by 
taking games home with him, and remaining irritable. 
Now, twice a day for 20 minutes, Bowa and his wife sit and 
chant and contemplate. 
“ I'm not going to say that it has helped me on the playing 
field,” said Bowa, “because if I start going bad, I don’t want 
to say that transcendental meditation isn t working. I feel it 
has helped curb my temper. 1 still get angry - don’t think I 
don’t. But I feel that I’m in greater control of mvself and my 
life.”

A story in the Los Angeles Times 
yesterday clearly showed that President 
Nixon has great contempt for the nation s 
press as the communication pipeline to the 
citizenry. 


President Nixon concluded 
a 16-day 
working vacation at this retreat in San 
Clemente. In the 
entire 16 days, 
the 
representatives of the nation’s press saw 
the President twice, once when he alighted 
at El Toro Marine Base to begin 
his 
sojourn and again 
when he made 
his 
economic 
address 
in 
Beverly 
Hills. 
Neither 
time 
was 
the 
press 
given 
permission to speak to the President. 


The Times story also revealed how the 
press is contained in the searching for 


information 
to 
make 
their 
stories 
complete. 
Presidential 
press 
aides, 
including 
Ron 
Zeigler, 
make 
flat 
statements 
and, in response to direct 
questioning, offer no more. Important 
announcements are scheduled at such 
times as to give major newspapers little 
time to prepare the story in light of their 
deadlines. The same applies to major 
t e l e v i s io n 
net works 
and 
their 
programming. 
President Nixon has not held a news 
conference for months. He has granted one 
interview, a friend and supporter who was 
writing a book in praise of the President. 
The public is being shortchanged by the 
attitude of the chief executive in dealing 
with the nation s press.

do. 
It is a potent lesson, too, for the 
Congress 
in 
Washington 
still 
backing and filling after months of 
delay over a campaign reform bill. 
D espite 
all 
the 
scandalous 
revelations about the debauchery of 
the Nixon ’72 campaign with big 
money, the House is still tinkering 
with a pitifully inadequate bill. Shot 
full of loopholes it would be no 
reform at all. The Senate has 
already passed a comprehensive 
campaign reform measure. 
Whether 
anything 
will 
finally 
come out of the laggard Congress 
getting at the most shameful aspect 
of Watergate is uncertain. Rep. 
Wayne Hayes, D., Ohio, author of 
the House bill, rose on the floor to 
denounce John Gardner of Common 
Cause as a “common crook.” 
The California law requires the 
disclosure of anyone contributing 
more than 
$50 to a statewide 
campaign. 
Lobbyists 
are 
now 
prohibited from spending more than 
$10 a month on any legislator. That 
would fall short of one of those 
three-m artini 
lunches 
freely 
dispensed in the past. Small wonder 
then that the powerful lobbies did 
their best to defeat Proposition 9. It 
was opposed by both the AFL-CIO 
and 
the 
state 
Cham ber 
of 
Commerce. 
The new law does not take effect 
until after the first of next year. 
This raises an interesting question 


about the election coming up in 
November. 
The 
Republican 
candidate, 
Houston Flournoy, presently state 
controller, opposed Proposition 9. 
The Democrat, Edmund G. Brown, 
Jr., supported it and thereby lost the 
backing of the AFL-CIO. Flournoy 
has approached Brown to propose 
that they agree on a spending ceiling 
and that is now being worked out. 
Under consideration is a limit of 
$1,300,000. This would be roughly 
equivalent to nine cents for every 
registered voter in the state, the 
limit that would apply under the new 
law. Whether Flournoy’s wealthy 
backers who put so much into his 
p rim ary 
cam paign 
will 
be 
restrained by the voluntary ceiling 
is likely to be tested in the fall. 
The new dispensation in California 
will work profound changes on the 
money-in-politics system so long 
prevailing in this affluent state. But 
it is not cure for the deadliest enemy 
of all. That is the apathy and 
cynicism so evident in the primary 
campaign. 
With 
17 
Democratic 
candidates only 47 per cent of 
eligible voters went to the polls. 
As 
the push for the campaign 
reform law showed, millions of 
citizens 
want something better. 
Whether they will get it in the 
campaign to come with the shadow 
of Watergate and the Nixon scandals 
dominating the political landscape 
is doubtful.

Good old days 


Should you be fortunate enough to 
get on the weekend list to fish on 
Vandenberg 
Air 
Force 
Base 
coastline and see retired farm er 
Dick Canfield fishing off the rocks, 
think 
of 
him as 
an old 
man 
reminiscing that past. He does. 
Among other events, he recalls 
the last time his whole family 
camped together in an area along 
the coastline named Happy Valley, 
w hich 
is 
now 
owned 
and 
controlled by the Air Force. The 
year was 1924, he was a boy, and the 
family came in by wagon and horse. 
For two weeks they lived on fresh 
abalone, bullheads, bass and other 
seafoods, along with biscuits that 
Dick’s mother cooked in a frying 
pan. 
After 1924, the family began going 
separate ways, like all families, but 
Dick 
recalls 
still 
the 
summer 
excursions while he fishes today off 
the Central Coast when he receives 
permission from Vandenberg. 
Often his 40-year fishing partner, 
Boyd Davis of Redondo Beach, 
makes special trips up to Lompoc to 
fish. As, for example, when minus 
tide hits the coast and it is perfect 
time to hunt abalone. 
Early Sunday morning two weeks 
ago, Dick, his wife, their two 
grandchildren from Alabama, a 


local woman named Hilda, and Boyd 
(formerly of Los Olivos) sat at the 
kitchen table in the Canfield home 
out on Leege Ave. It was a bright, 
friendly kitchen of old-fashioned 
bigness. 
The men and woman drank drip 
coffee and talked about abalone 
hunting, which Dick 
and Boyd 
would shortly undertake. 
“First thing, you have to be a 
little crazy to fish abalone,” began 
Dick, a big and cheerful man. 
He said this for good reason. To 
retrieve abalone today a fisherman 
has to be more of a scuba diver 
taking; 
his 
chances 
of 
being 
terrorized by the turbulent and 
strong waters of the Vandenberg 
coastline. 
In the old days, people could walk 
among the rocks or go into the water 
up to their knees in a minus tide 
to fetch abalone. But these days 
hunters wear wet suits masks, and 
snorkels and submerge themselves 
to poke their hands under ledges and 
between rocks for game, so depleted 
are the abalone. 
Dick and Boyd believe that the 
commerpial abalone hunters are 
responsible for the shortage. They 
didn’t mention a commercial limit, 
but sport fishermen like themselves 
have a five abalone limit and a 


season that runs from March to 
January. 
Dick remembers when there was 
no limit or season. 
Mrs. Canfield made a Thermos of 
coffee and the troupe left the house 
in two cars at 5.30 a.m., checked 
through the gate, and traveled 
several paved and unpaved base 
roads to George Horn Rock. By 6 
a.m., everyone was fishing for 
bullhead while Dick and Boyd stuck 
their mask covered faces under the 
cold ocean. 
Finally, Dick pryed off a black 
abalone and Boyd got a red one. The 
water, however, was too pushy and 
they drove over to another point. 
The woman and kids continued to 
fish. 
About 8 a.m., the two men came 
back with their limit, mostly in 
giant red abalone. Bullhead fishing 
wasn’t too good (Mrs. Canfield 
pulled in one); so they went home 
and the old abalone hunters stayed 
to try their luck for a tew hours. 
While fishing off the rocks, Dick 
told about remembering camping at 
Happy Valley in 1924, fishing on an 
open coast before Camp Cooke came 
in, and the long-gone abundance of 
abalone. 
The only thing he has left is his 40 
year fishing partner, Boyd Davis.

up 
with

preliminary 
report 
reflecting 
a 
rise 
in 
lawsuits 
involving medical malpractice. 
T hat 
isn ’t 
ex ac tly 
new s. 
Physicians throughout the state 
have been complaining for the past 
decade 
about 
the 
costs 
of 
malpractice 
insurance 
resulting 
from the growing numbers of court 
awards 
for 
dam ages 
through 
medical negligence. 
The 
committee 
reported 
that 
insurance rates increased 400 per 
cent 
between 
1968 
and 
1970. 
Presum ably 
there 
have 
been 
increases since. It said most doctors 
have been able to meet the costs but 
said “ the continued ability of the 
health care industry to absorb them 
is questionable.” 
It 
reported 
with 
alarm 
that 
“Those physicians who have had a 
record of malpractice suits may 
soon 
find 
them selves 
paying 
exorbitant 
rates 
to 
high 
risk 
carriers 
or 
unable 
to 
obtain 
insurance.” 
From that it would seem the 
preliminary report is somewhat 
superficial. The fact is that many 
doctors have already been forced 
out of practice because of exorbitant 
insurance costs or inability to get 
coverage. 
O thers 
have 
quit 
voluntarily 
rather than to risk 
exposure 
to the harassment of 
lawsuits. 
In 
attempting 
to 
define 
the 
problem the committee seemed to 
be seeking ways to lay it on to 
somebody else rather than attack 
the issue directly. 
It cited the 
growing impersonal relationships 
between the doctor and patient but 
went on to say that the improved 
expertise of trial lawyers and the 
widening of the scope of medical 
m alpractice 
liability 
by 
the 
judiciary as things which have led to 
the greater number of lawsuits. 
And its report that “ An increasing 
number of trial lawyers are entering 
the malpractice field, due to its 
lucrative potential and the threat of 


no-fault auto insurance, there may 
be, indeed, an increase in less 
meritorious cases,” seems a bit 
prejudical. Lawyers can’t cause a 
doctor to be negligent. 
That 
m alpractice 
suits 
and 
increasing 
insurance 
costs 
are 
driving doctors out of practice is a 
fact. That this is bad for a society 
already faced with a physician 
shortage goes without saying. That 
there is possibly some reforms 
needed in the insurance program for 
doctors is worth studying. The 
present system penalizes all doctors 
within a given area, and within a 
given 
d i s c i p l i n e , 
for 
the 
shortcomings of a few. It also 
penalizes a doctor who is sued even 
though he is subsequently found to 
be without fault. 
But a basic problem does exist 
within the medical profession and to 
attack the outward signs connected 
with malpractice suits is treating 
the symptoms 
rather than the 
disease. 


Most illuminating therefore to the 
committee, 
and 
to 
doctors 
generally, would be perusal of the 
splendid 
law 
review 
of 
the 
University of San Francisco which 
devoted its entire winter edition to 
Medical Malpractice in California. 
The law review has done an 
excellent job in discussing the latest 
developments in the laws covering 
medical malpractice and thereby 
provided a guidebook not only for 
the physician, but the entire health 
team, in avoiding pitfalls leading to 
malpractice suits. Inferentially it 
suggests those in health care must 
do 
a 
better 
job 
of 
policing 
themselves and points out hospitals 
can no longer shirk responsibility 
for what occurs within their walls. 
Interestingly, the review devotes 
an entire article to “The Right to be 
Informed” 
thus 
confirming 
the 
assembly committee finding that 
many 
lawsuits 
stem 
from the 
distant relationship between doctor 
and patient.
